0 Fahy nefle that is upon you, which hath 
(UT brought ſomuch paine with it,the Lord 
2g in his due time F hope wil deliver you 
22S from both, and in the meane time give 
| you patience to ſubmit ; I received 
the ſad newes of it, in your Letter on wedneſday 
as we were upon our march from Okinghaw toNewberrys 
Where we quartered wedneſday night,trom whence 
we intended to relieve Marteborowgh which had valiant- 
ly ſtood out againſt the enemy three or foure dayes, 
and ſlew divers of them with little lofle on their ſide, 
never yielding until} their Towne was fired in foure or 
five places, which whenit was taken, they plundered all 
the Town, and tooke ſome fix ſcore of the honeſt peo- 
ple priſoners, and much like unto the 1ri Rebe/lr moſt 
Barbarouſly dealt with them all, which might have beene 
prevented if Mr.i7bite, Mr. Fitts friend his folicitation 
for three or faure dayes together of my Lord General, 
and the CounceZ of Far could have prevailed to have 
ſent us in time, but when it was womp we were ſents 
Thurſdaywe heard it was taken & that zooo were got 
into //antage in Barkefhire : Thurſday about 110r12 
ofthe clock we marched towards that Town and drew

tintl,. harged a whole Troope of their horſe, and ſafely 
retreated teus with the loſſeof only one of their horſes: 
then were ſix or ſeven companies of Dragoones ſentin, 
whoevery ſtep ſtept up neere to the very tops of their 
Bootes, and yet went on with ſuch courage and cheers: 

fulneſſe ( though exceeding wet, weary,and dirty) 3 
though they had been in the moſt delightfall Garden 
walkes 5 after th:m ſome Troops of horſe, but belore 
this could be done'moſt of them eſcaped, which other 
wiſe had been all ſ]aineor taken Priſoners,only we flew 
fiveor ſix of them, onea Captaine, and tooke aboutzo 
priſoners which we releaſed at our comming away to 
free ourſelves of being troubled with them, that night 
wereturned back againe to Naberry, all the night being 
exceeding wet and bluſtriug,lo that we had 24 hourey 
march & ſervice-ſuch as theſe that have been 20 yeares 
inſervices abroad never had the like, yet we are all well 
bleſſ-d be God,only many of our horſes faile us and by 
reaſon of it ſome of our men are taken priſoners, the 
Enemy lying in moſt parts round about us, and with 
their ſcouts take ſome of our men whoſe horſes tir'd, 
we are like to have a very hard ſervice of it, If itcon- 
tinue out the winter as I doubt it will : we have watcht 


three or foure nights together, but for vicualls bleſſed 
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be God we have hitherto had enough and never yet 
wanted any. I received a Letter from M:ſter D for 
which I give him thanks, I would now returne him 
anſwer but I cannot being ſo extreame weary and 
{]leepy, only remember me kindly to him and tell him 
- that our Commiſſien was expreſly to fall upon Henh, 
and at that preſent thoſe Forces that my Lord Gemeral! 
ſent from Windſor were to fall upon Marlborogh,fo that 
our Commiſſion was not ſo Jarge as he wasinformed ; 
we had this afternoone an alarum that great Forces 
of the Kings were comming, twoor three wayes a- 
oainſt this Towne, which we finde is not altogether 
true yet:certainely there isof ſome which will make us 
watch this night alſo + I had almoſt forgot, we tooke 
my Lord Digbies Coach and Horſesand their Carriages and 
Armers , and Powder, but were conſtrained ro throw a- 
way the Powder and' tooke their Muksts , and one of 
them that was ſlaine died with a fearefull Oath in 
his mouth ſwearing he would ſee the Parliament hang - 
ed before hee would yield tothem , with that one of 
our Dragoneers ſhot him, ſo that his laſt words were 
Oaths. Goad ſtore of pillage our men gotfrom them 
. thatthey had gotten at Marlborough, when'they plun- 
dered it : remember me to Maſter D. and their wives, 
Maſter 4. and his wife, Maſter 7. Maſter B, my Cozen 
Toſeph, and the reſt that love me, not forgetting the 
new married couple, fo with my love to your ſelfe I 
commit you and yours tothe Lords proteQtion,and ever 
remaine your truly loving Friend.

S Oving friend,I nowwrite this letter asI have done 
others formerly, not knowing when or hoy to 
ſend it; the Lord hath ingoodneſſe wonderfully pre- 
ferved 'me hitherto, eſpecially in our taking of 
Fincheſter , where the moſt part of the 
aſſaulted the City at one fide of it where the wall wa 
broken downe, which yet notwithſtanding (with ne 
ſmall dificulty we entred) and in regard'o the excee- 
divg high and ſteepe paſlape to it,ſo ſteepe that we had 
no other way toget up, buttocreepe upon our kneg 
and hands, from the bottom to the tep as high asmolt 
houſes, the Enemy all the while playing with their 
Muſqueteers upon us, but ſlew but three men inour 
getting up, and one of our Captaines that followed me 
as he was entripg the breach, after I had led in ſome 
twenty men ;the bullets all this while flew thicke about 
us, yet I bleſle God I had not the leaſt hurt; themoſt 
part of our Enemies at our comming got into the;Caſtle, 
{o that the greateſt part ofthe oppoſition we had inta- 
king the Towne was from the Townſe-men, who have 
ſince ſufficiently paid forit, for they have bin (the grea» 
teſt oppoſers of us) plundered by our unruly ſouldiers:
